Troops or Individuals May Com­ 
pete For Forestry Protection 
A w ards Again This Year. 


Boys 
Scouts of Gettysburg 
will 
again have an opportunity this year 
to compote for medals for meritorious 
.service 
in 
forest protection. 
The 
state department of forests and wa­ 
ters announced today in Harrisburg 
that it would continue its 1926 policy 
of awarding medals 
to 
IOO 
Boy 
Scouts 
in Pennsylvania 
considered 
most worthy under a plan approved 
by the national scout organization. 
Meritorious service may be shown 
in preventing^ f<m\st fires, detecting 
and H u rtin g forest fires and educat­ 
ing the public to the danger of forest 
fires. 
In determining 
qualifications for 
the awagd, the following activities 
are among those which will be con­ 
sidered: 
Removing conditions 
which 
con­ 
stitute a forest fire hazard. 
Reporting the existence of forest 
fires, and enlisting persons over IG 
years of age to extinguish them. 
Securing the cooperation and sup­ 
port of 
clubs, 
organizations 
and 
schools in preventing and suppress­ 
ing forest fires. 
Posting roads, streams, and woods 
with 
literature 
calling for greater 
care with matches, camp fires, cigars 
and cigarettes. 
Enlisting the cooperation and sup­ 
port of local newspapers in a cam­ 
paign of education on the forest fire 
evil and its prevention. 
No scout who has accepted pay for 
forest protection service will be rec­ 
ommended for the award of a medal, 
and no award will be made unless 
the recommendation 
dearly 
states 
that no pay was received. 
The state 
has been divided into IO districts, in 
each of W’hich ten meritorious service 
medals may bt* pi esented. 
A medal 
may be awarded 
to 
an 
individual 
scout, to a patrol, to a troop, or to 
boy scout officials. 
Key 
men 
or 
judges have been appointed for all 
the districts, and they will receive 
applications and make recommenda­ 
tion.- for the award of medals.
